A NEW METHOD 


Rabbits are proving such a menace to 
successful agriculture in various parts of the 
country, that the work of the sub-committee 
appointed by the Cork County Committee of 
Agriculture will be hailed with satisfaction. 
Lhe committee first tried to find a market 
for dead rabbits in Great Britain, but even 
with the bounty of threepence per head this 
failed, owing to the high percentage of car- 
cases rejected. 

Eventually it was decided to test the effect 
of suffocating the rabbits in their burrows 
with a powder called ‘‘cymag.’”’ on the farm 
of Mr. Patrick Crowley, Banteer. Here the 
‘powder was blown in:to a number of burrows, 
which were then sealed, and the rabbits left 
to their fate. When the operation was pro- 
perly done, scores of dead rabbits were dug 
out of the burrows which had been treated. 
lt is now claimed that rabbits can be de- 
stroyed at a nominal cost, and substantial 
damage to crops prevented. 


Other Demonstrations 


Demonstrations with “cymag” for the 
destruction of rodent. pests were also made on 
three large farms in Co. Clare. The rabbit 
warrens treated were of the flat type in the 
open, bank or fence, and those in the woods. 
Of 170 holes opened on one farm, six were 
found opened after 24 hours; on another farm, 
of 13 holes treated, none were opened after 
24 hours. The number of rabbits found dead 
at. digging on the first estate was sixteen, 
the number of live rabbits being twa. On the 
second farm, two dead rabbits were found. 
and no live rabbits were met at digging. 
It was found that the gassing of fibt 
watrens, which are generally the breedirg 
warrens, requires very careful treatment. Sotpe 
of the burrows require to be gassed twice, 
and even then a draught is necessary when 
all the holes are closed, except that at which 
the blower is working. This draught can be 
created by usinc a small crowbar and making 
a vent, througi which a small quantity of the 
gas and dust will emerge.. The blower should 
be made dust-proof, and a mask might be used 
by the opergtor.

A great deal’ can- 
be done to improve matters on stch land if 
the ditches are cleaned. and the drain autfalls 
are kept open so that the drainage water 
may runaway freely. In this way, a decided 
improvement. may be effected in grass land 

Marshy lands can be improved by cutting 
open drains about five yards apart. This can 
be done in early winter during the slack time. 
The mechanical treatment or cultivation of 
pastures also produces very good results, 
especially where a thick mat of old grass and 
fog has accumulated on the surface of the 
soil. This mat must be torn up if air and 
water are to reach the plant roots. Satisfac- 
tory results in this connection can be obtained 

from the use of dise-harrows and freshly 

sharpened, _straight-lined, and zig-zag 
harrows. The harrowing must, however, be 
done so that the sod is cut up lengthwise and 

crosswise. There are also available for use in 

this cannection a number of special grass 

harrows. 


Need for Phosphates 


In addition, pastures that have been used 
extensively for the feeding of young stock 
and dairy cows should receive a dressing of 
phosphates in some form, if their stock carry- 
ing capacity is to be maintained. The chief 
phosphatic manures used in improving grass 
land are basic slag, gafsa phosphate, and 
semsol, Basic slag and gafsa, being slow act- 
ing, Sheuld be applied any timer from now to 
the end of January, in order to obtain good 
results next season, The phosphates wil not 
be washed away, but retained in the upper 
layers of the soil until used by the plants. 
Semsol acts more quickly, and may be applied 
now or in the early spring. 

The whole of cultivation should alwavs be 
done before the manure is applied. The dress- 
ing should always be applied on a calm day 
at the rate of from 4 to 6. cwt. per statute 
acre of any of the manures named. This 
should be enough to last for five or six years. 
On all /but the heavier soils one cwt. of 50 
per cent. potash sajta per statute acre should 
be given in addition to the phosphatic 
manure. It will well repay the extra cost. .

HOULD the weather conditions oí the 
S past three years be repeated, we may 

expect to see a substantial increase in 
the area under wheat, and while the Govern- 
ment requires Free State millers to purchase 
all available supplies, the farmer’s market is 
assured. Of course it means that the 
general -consumer eventually pays for the 
subsidy to the farmer in the higher prices 
which millers have to pay for native grain. 
There is, however, another matter which 
must soon demand attention from the Govern- 
ment. 


to the higher ‘price at which it must be sold, 
some cheaper feeding must be provided to 
carry on pig feeding and poultry industries. 
Provision should, therefore, be made to en- 
able farmers to acquire supplies of all 
milling offals well below £4 per ton. The 
larger feeders secure their requirements during 
the snmmer at this figure, but conditions 
should be similar during the winter if pro 
duction costs are to be maintained at a 
level figure. 


Back to the Land Policy 


Urban populations in recent years have 
been pampeced—and the word ‘* pampered ”’ 
is. no misnomer in this connection—when 
agricultural values are taken imto account, 
at the expense of their rural brothers. In 
the long run there is no escape from the fact 
that the non-agricultural population will, in 
future, have te contribute more generously to 
agriculture, and it can only be done through 
indirect methods. An urban family wears 
out after two generations, and must be kept 
recruited from the hardier rural foundation. 
At all costs, the latter must be, not only 
observed, but under conditions that will main- 
tain its health and stamina. 

The tendency of modern politicians is 
depend on the votes of the urban workers 
who are better organised and consolidated, 
and to neglect the agriculturalist who has 
no interest in politics that do not concern 
him. The national policy should be “* back 
to the land” in its widest sense. If there- 
fore, the city and town dweller pays more 
for the white bread that helps to sap his 
constitution, let the preference of his palate 
pay something to the farmer.

Fortunately the home production of rye- 
grass is very nearly equal to Free State 
requirements, so that no shortage is likely to 
occur, but, as two-thirds of the supply was 
formerly obtained from the Six ‘Counties, a 
big adjustment of business must result. 
Values of perennial ryegrass have this year 
been substantially reduced, and farmers 
throughout the country. will benefit, although 
sced growers. who reside chiefly in Co. 
Monaghan, will suffer. 
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GREASE-BANDING 


FRUIT TREES 


AA. 
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Grease-banding of fruit trees is widely prac- 
tised among fruit gréwers in the autumn 
season to prevent infestation by the cater- 
pillars of the various winter moths in the 
following spring. The moths spend the 
summer as chrysalides in the ground and the 
adults emerge in autumn and winter. The 
females are wingless andecrawl up the trunks 
of the trees to lay their eggs on the twigs 
The caterpitlars hatch out when the foliage 
begins to appear, and trees may be entirely 
stripped of their leaves when a severe attack 
oecurs. | 

The object of grease-banding is to trap 
the females as thev crawl up the trunks af 
the trees, For this purpose a very sticky 
grease which will retain its ‘‘tackiness’”’ for 
& lone period is essential: a number of 
efficient preparat‘ons are now on the market. 
The grease should be applied to a strip of 
ut g 7-9 inches wide, 
which is tied firmiy round the trunk of the 
tree, both edges heing secured with string 
Where possible the band should be placed 
&-5 feet from the ground, and grease 
should cover from 3-6 inches of the hand. It 
should be kent in a ‘‘tacky”’ condition till 
April, in order to cover the whole period 
during which female moths are out.

The hearing of the appeal in the case of 
Mrs. Mary Mallon, of Granard, against the 
Irish Land Commission was concluded, and 
the appeal was unanimously dismissed, with 
costs. ‘This appeal was bronght on behalf of 
Mrs. Mallon from an order of the wp 
Court dismissing her action, im which she 
claimed a declaration that the sale of lands 
in Corrolanna and Milkernagh, Co. West- 
meath, to Herbert C. Jennings, predecessor 
in title to the Irish Land Commission, was

The Chief Justice, in the course of his 
judgment, mentioned that the Land Commis- 
sion, In exercise of their statutory powers, 
had instructed an auctioneer to sell the land, 
having first served notice on the plaintiff 
demanding the amount of annuity due and 
a sum for costs. The case raised one issue, 
and one issue only, and that was whether 
the sale was valid. The plaintiff had stated 
in her evidence that there was no auction, 
but that the auctioneer brought off a deal 
in the interests of the gentleman who pur- 
chased the land, The auctioneer, who was 
summoned. by wire, gave evidence that 
satisfied the jndge that there had been an 
auction.

“STARVATION AT HOME” 


[t was reported at the Dublin Board ol 
Assistance yesterday, Mr. P. 8. Doyle, T-D., 
presiding, that for the week ended 26th 
October last 6.821 cases had been relieved 
at a cost of £3,048 11s. Od., an increase of 
34 cases (£20 4s. Od.) over the previous wee , 
and an owes of 742 cases (£244 6s. Od.) 
over the corresponding period of last year. 
The amount of beef distributed was 17.115Ib. 
Arising out of a report by a relieving 
officer, which contained an application from 
a man (living with a wife and five children 
in the county area, and receiving 12s.

Lisburn’s H uguenots 


The town of Lisburn, which, I see, has 
been holding a -Service commemorating 
the Revocatien of the Edict of Nantes two 
centuries and a half ago, has the very 
earliest associations with the Huguenots. 
To these French refugees, who sought 
asy|uin here from persecution after the 


hold at Annahilt, four miles away. 


-from old people thirty years since.”’ 


Revocation in 1685, the town and the staple 
trade of Ul inen—owe much indeed. 
The Huguenots restored Lisburn to more 
than its earlier importance, and made it 
one of the most prosperous towns in 
Ireland. The Lisburn colony was brought 


over by the famous Louis Crommelin, who 


came over to develop the linen industry 
at the invitation of William III. He had 
left St. Quentin, in France, for Holland 
shortly before the Revocation, and ulti- 
mately became ‘‘ Overseer of the Royal 
Linen Manufactory of Ireland,’’ and some 
years ago Belfast and the North celebrated 
the bi-centenary of his death in 1727. The 
Huguenots had for Several generations 
their own church and graveyard in 
Lisburn, and in it Crommelin was buried. 
Crommelin’s first factory in Lisburn was 
at the foot of the wooden bridge across 
the Lagan, and his first bleach green was 
at Hilden, still famous for its damasks. 
Lisburn was almost in ruins when he 
séttled there.” The Huguenots were for 
long a distinct people in this district, and 
preserved their French language and had 
their children educated in French, until 
eventually they merged in the neighbour- 
ing population, which was largely of 
Scottish origin and Calvinist in religion. 
They had a long line of French pastors in 
their own church until it was turned into 
a courthouse. Their first was the Rev. 
Saumarez Dubourdieu, grandson of a 
French pastor of the Savoy Church in 
London. He joined the Established 
Church, and was minister in” Lisburn for 
forty-five years, and was incumbent of 
Lambeg, from which the Orangemen’s big 
drums get their name. He was so popular 
that he was exceptionally well treated by 
the insurgents in 1798, who were strong in 
the district. His son was rector oí Anna- 
hilt, and author of “ A Statistical Survey 


“of the County Antrim ” in 1812; but John 


O'Donovan, the Celtic scholar, found this 
Dubourdieu rather a crotchety little 
Frenchman, 


Political Landmarks 


Lisburn has figured in political, as well 
as industrial, history. Its old* name, 
Lisnagarvey, is a matter of dispute among 
topographers. Most of them give its Irish 
form ag Lios na gCearrbhach, or Fort 
of the Gamesters, and I notice that 
Risteárd O Foghludha in his new “ Log- 
Ainmneacha,” or Dictionary of Irish 
Place-names, gives it as Lios na Bruidhne, 
or the Fort of Contention, in Baile 
Teampuill Blairis, which is the Parish of 
Blaris, seven or eight miles south-west of 
Belfast on the G.N.R. A writer in 1683— 
before the Huguenot settlement—said it 
was Gamesters’ Fort; “‘ for there they used 
to meet and play the clothes off their 
backs at five cards, as I have received it 
The 
district was part of the grant of the lands 
of Kilultagh, in Clandeboye, to Sir Foulke 
Conway, Deputy-Governor of County 
Antrim in 1612, who built a castle there. 
As late as 1635 an English. traveller 
described it as “‘ ‘well seated, but neither 
the town nor country, thereabouts were 
planted, being all. woods and moors until 
vou come to Dromore.” However, six 
years later, in November, 1641, the Trish 
under Sir Phelim O'Neill Sir Con 
Magennis and General Plunkett were de- 
feated at Lisnagarvey. by ‘Sir George 
Rawden, commanding the King’s forces, 
and compelled to fall back upon: a “a:

town seems to have suffered from fire on 
this occasion, and in 1707 the whole town 
and castle were burned down. In 1662 the 
town was rewarded for its loyalty by the 
grant of a Charter and the elevation of 
its parish church into a cathedral for the 
Diocese of Down. The cathedral housed a 
memorial erected by the bishop and clergy 
of the diocese in 1827 in honour of the 


celebrated Bishop Jeremy Taylor, who died 


there in 1667. The old church—Temple- 
blarisse, as it was called—stood about a 
mile outside the town on the County Down 
side.

and of any sense of proportion; one who, by 
the chapter of accidents developing from the 
1916 Rebellion and its proximate sequences, 
had thrust upon him the réle of a mascot 
or symbolic figure. . 

_ Every people, at certain periods, by mass 
inst con; y hungets for such a 
figure, and it is largely chance which drifts 
the Man of Destiny on to the vacant pedestal. 
His substantial reality need not concern us 
much; mass emotion creates its idol in his 
semblance. S 

Such a development ma 
should the real “ powers behind the throne "’ 
be capable of turning it to account for the 
benefit of the tommon weal. But we are all 
human, and, ere long, he in whose magic the 
symbolic image has been effected sees him- 
self as he is mirrored in that mass emotion. 
The infallible “I,” the Man of Destiny; but 
mass emotion cannot create a Napoleon, save 
in imagination. 

I cannot with candour affirm that Mr. de 
Valera has remained merely a symbolic figure 
of that ilk. I have no inside knowledge 
derived from any quarter, sympathetic or 
antipathetic to Mr. ha Valera in any fashion 
or degree. I believe that he is ere 
and essentially honest and dismterested 
according to his own vision, and, so, sincerely 
desirious of promoting the happiness andl 
well-being of his adopted country: i 

I can only re-assert the reasoned convictions 

which I hold in common with others—viz., 
that, paradoxical though it may appear, 
extreme protestantism is Mr. de Valera’s 
psychical outfit. That, whilst we are all, in 
some degree, egoistic, he is the complete 
egoist, who reveres his personal private judg- 
ment in all matters outside religion. 
‘ I am no idolater of the label ‘‘Democracy.”’ 
I was inbred to Toryism and brought up in 
a condition of being imbued with the 
realism: characteristic of Irish-born and 
trained people of all extractions, classes and 
creeds—except those weird pieces of electro- 
plate, the imitation Englishmen. 

However effusively any of us may thrust 
our tongues into our cheeks, we do not de- 
lude ourselves that we worship ‘‘Democracy.”’ 
Indeed, I am persuaded that the majority of 
our people relish the irony of solemn execra- 
tions oí Socialism and all its spirit and 
works—and a subsequent establishing of 
Factory Acts, protection, old age pensions, 
workmen’s compensation et tout cela. 

Mr. de Valera is, in any event, of Irish 
extraction maternally and has been educated 
in Irish schools. 

I cannot claim to pontificate as to where 
the ultimate leadership of the Fianna Fail 
group may reside, but it is freely noised 
abroad that it is distributed between Messrs. 
Lemas, MacEntee and Frank <Aiken—with 
the possible inclusion of some other ‘‘ dark 

rse.”” 3 

Even in the case of indubitable Dictator- 
ships, such as that ot the writer forerunner, 
Julius Cesar, a“ similar condition has ob- 
tained, though the Dictator himself may be 
blissfully unconscious of the fact. 

The true-born artist in the exercise of 
power in the management of men, in the 
handling of public affairs, will prefer 
subtlety in all such matters to the '’throwing 
about” of his weight, and will sacrifice 
vanity and personal prestige to the enormous 
convenience of at least relative anonymity.—

THE FREE STATE 


The Rev. Dr. Kelly, in moving the 
adoption of the report of the Board on 
Religious Education, said that when one 
viewed the rules and regulations of the 
Government on education in Northern 
Ireland they found in the last report 
not one mention of the name of God. 
The word “ Christian’’ was not mentioned, 
and one would imagine they were livin 
in a Godless district. When they setae 
to similar rules and regulations in Southern 
Ireland they found at the forefront 
“religious education is a fundamental part 
of the school course, and the teachers 
should inculcate and practise the moral 
virtues and keep before them the importance 
of fulfilling their duty to God, to their 
‘neighbour, and to the whole of the com- 
munity in which they are placed.”

were allowed in tax free.

THE TARIFF ON BIBLES 


PROTESTS AT OSSORY 
DIOCESAN SYNOD 
From Our CORRESPONDENT, 

KILKENNY, Wednesday. 


At the annual meeting of Ossory Diocesan 
Synod, held in Kilkenny, a resolution was 
passed protesting against the tariff on Bibles 
imported into the Free State, and it was 
ordered that a copy of the resolution be for- 
warded to the Minister for Finance. 

Dean Phair said that it gave one a shock 
to think that any disability should be put 1» 
the way of introducing Bibles into one’s 
country. The reason given was that, as a 
result of the tariffs ersployment was given 
to one or two in the book-binding trade. “It 
is a surprising thing,” he said, ‘‘ that any 
Government calling itself a Christian Govern- 
ment should raise any difficulties in a matter 
of this kind. The Bile is the basis of every- 
thing; and, what is going to happen to us if 
we are going to be deprived of the word of 
God, which is the guiding rule of our life.” 

The Right Rev. Dr. Day said that in re- 
sponse to similar resoluticns which had been 
passed by -yarious Diocesan Synods_ the 
Government haf said that they allowed un- 
bound copies of the Bible to come into the 
country, but could not yet allow fully-bound 
copies to be imported.

Mr. George W. Clarke, M.B.E., J.P., 
President of the Belfast Chamber of Trade, 
moving the adoption of the.report at the 
annual meeting to-day said that about one 
thousand five hundred separate transport 
concerns in Northern Ireaad would be 
absorbed by the new Transport Board, or 
compensated and closed down.

AMENDMENTS

EAVE was granted to President de 
a Valera, in the Dail yesterday, when it 
re-assembled after the holiday, to 
introduce the League of Nations (Obligations 
of Membership), 1935, Bill, an Act to 
empower the Executive Council to take 
measures for the purpose of carrying out 
certain of the obligations of Saorstat Eireann 
as a member of the League of Nations. 
~The PRESIDENT said that the long title 
of the bill explained the general purpose of 
the measure. The etal stage was fixed

In reply to Mr, Muleahy (U.I., Dublin, 
N.), the President said that the bill wofld 
be printed immediately and circulated to-

following new bills:—National Loan (Con- 
version) Bill, which seeks to make provision 
\for the conversion of holding of Stock of 
the Irish Free State 5 per cent. National 
Loan, 1935-45, into stock of a new security 
to be created for that purpose, and to pfo- 
vide for matters incidental to such con- 
version ; 

Local Authorities (Mutual Assurance) Bill 
which is an Act to extend the Loca 
Authorities (Mutual Assurance) Acts, 1926 
and 1928; 

Slaughter of Animals Bill, to make pro- 
vision for securing the more humane treat- 
ment of animals in slaughter-houses. 


EMPLOYMENT BILL 


On the Report stage of the Conditions of 
Employment Bill, 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister fer Industry and 
Commerce, asked to have the bill re- 
committed to enable him to introduce a 
series of amendments. These, he said, arose 
from representations made to him by 
employers’ and workers’ organisations, that 
where they were organised into associations 
the bill should specify that the negotiations 
should take place through these associa- 
tions. 

The House agreed and the amendments 
were accepted. ' 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, moved amendments to enable 
employers to substitute Church holidays for 
the public holidays provided in the bills. 

As originally drafted, the bill provided that 
there should be six named public holidays. 
It had been represented to him that in many 
parts of the country it was the practice not 
to close on certain public holidays, but to 
close on Church holidays. 

He emphasiséd that the obligation imposed 
by the bill were minimum obligations, and 
were not intended to restrict employers from 
giving employés better conditions than those 
laid down in the bill. 

Mr. T. MURPHY (Labour), Cork, said that 
extraordinary anomalies arose in various parts 
of the country in regard to Church holidays. 
He. knew numbers of instances where men 
were asked not to work on Bank holidays, 
and got no pay, and were compelled to work 
on Church holidays. It seemed an extra- 
ordinary thing that in this country where 
the majority were of one faith to see one 
set of workers compelled to work on Church 
holidays, and very often scarcely getting time 
to attend Mass. 

Mr. E. O'NEILT, (U.1.), Cork, said that 
they kept Easter Monday, Whit Monday and 
such holidays, which were instituted as a 
purely foreign, imperialistic and commercial 
institution. The Statutory obligation to which 
the Minister referred was altogether, Pro- 
testant, Pagan and English. 


Church holidays. 
Cork when an attempt was made to establish 
Chureh holidays with pay, Henry Ford told 
them they could have them without pay. The 
acid test of a man’s piety was to take his 
Church holiday and go without pay for it. 

Professor ALTON (Indpt., T.C.D.) ro- 
tested against the coupling by Mr. O Neil’ 
of the words “ Protestant '” and '' Pagan. 


INDUSTRIAL CENTRES 


Mr. NORTON (Lab.), Kildare, said that 
he did not think the employer ought to be 
allowed of his own volition to decide what 
holidays the workers were to enjoy. Under 
the Minister's amendment well-known Bank 
holiday were going to be abolished, and that 
would have a very serious effect in large 
industrial centres where Bank holidays were 
observed and Church holidays were not. The 
Minister should not allow employers to vary 
the public holidays unilateral, but to insist 
that the employer and worker should be re- 
quired to join together either in petitioning 
the Minister or mutually accepting an arrange: 
ment to vary holidays. 

The MINISTER, in reply, said there was 
an obligation already under the Public Holli- 
days Act, 1924, to give three holidays, and 
the Government then in power, bad as it was, 
could not be described as pagan, The object 
of the amendment was to increase that num- 
ber to six holidays. : : 
Mr. NORTON said that the amendment 
gave power to an employer who wished to 
break down a known holiday and substitute 
another for it. Such an employer ought 
to have to petition the Minister, and the 
workers should also be consulted. 

Alderman A. Byrne (Independent, Dublin, 
N.) agreed with Mr. Norton. 

Mr. BECKETY (U.P., Dublin), agreeing 
with the principle of the amendment, said 
that it provided for local holidays im the 
country districts and recognised holidays in 
the larger areas. It would get over the 
danger of friction between two types oí 
workers. 

Mr. CORISH Gabour, Wexford) said that 
they did not want the holidays of an English 
institution” substituted for Catholic Church 
holidays, which were at present observed in 
Wexford. 


Cork) challenged the Labour representatives 
to prove any demand by their organisations 
for the substitution of Church holidays for 
Bank holidays. i ‘ 

The MINISTER’S amendment was passed 
by 79 votes to 25. 


WAREHOUSE WORKERS 


The House passed Amendment 9, whicli 
deleted from the bill a provision for workers 
in ‘‘ warehouses where a mechanical means of 
lifting is employed.”’. 

Mr. LEMASS said such workers would be 
included as commercial workers in the new 
bill desing with commercial workers, which 
would shortly be introduced. The provision 
had been introduced in the present bill in 
error. Transport workers, including dock and 
warehouse workers, were intended to be dealt 
with in the commercial measure. 

Mr, DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that he 
urged on the Minister not only in connection 
with that bill, but in respect of aralogous 
measures that one of the principal dangers 
that beset his ‘activities was the discrimination 
between one citizen and another, sometimes 
voluntarily and sometimes, he might say, 
deliberately. : 

The amendment was carried.

CONTINUOUS WORK 


Mr. LEMASS introduced an amendment 
which, he said, would deal with the objection 
raised, that some unscrupulous employers 
would be able to deprive employés of holli- 
days with pay (under the provision requiring 
the employes to have a year's continuous 
employment) by deliberately interrupting 
their workers’ employment. He said that the 


best way of -meeting this objection 
was to allow a certain amount of 
latitude in the determining of continuity.

Under the amendment, a ‘* year's work ’’ was 
defined as the performance of not less than 
1,800 hours’ work during the year; this num- 
ber would permit of a certain amount of 
“broken time.” In other words, a certain 
amount of interruption was possible withous 
the continuity necessary for the emplové 
being affected. There must, however, be 75 

r cent. of continuity. 

Mr. KEYES (Labour, Limerick) suggested 
that, in view of reductions of working hours 
that had been effected, and the tendency to 
reduce them further, 1,800 hours was too 
much, \ 

Mr. LEMASS said that the bill providen 
for the number 1800 being varied, It might 
conceivably be fllegal in future to work 
1,800 hours in a year.

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LARGER CATTLE 
EXPORTS

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439,000 IN NINE MONTHS 
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At last nights meeting of the Irish Live 
Stock Exporters’ and Traders’ Association, 
“td., it was reported that cattle exports from 
January. to S0th September, 1935, were 
439,020, an increase of 124,920 on the same 
period of 1934. 

The number of cattle exported from agg 
to December, 1934, was 511,103; the coal- 
cattle quota of 150,000 brought the total to 
661,103, representing the number that should 
be shipped from January to December, 1935. 
There have been exported from January to 
Septeniber last, 439,020 cattle, leaving 083 
to be exported from October to December, 
19.55, 

To fill the quota this year, therefore, 
traders must export during October, November 
and December 222,083 cattle, or 25,080 cattle 
more than during the same period last year.

He has been making desperate efforts to 
reach Gorahai, which is a vital caravan 
junction on the Fafan River; but the 
Abyssinian guerrillas, who know every 
inch of the country, are harassing his 
troops with deadly persistence. After four 
weeks of fighting the Abyssinian armies 
remain intact. ‘Furthermore, time “is 
entirely on their side. 

In the meanwhile, Signor Mussolini, 
with a display of energy which in any 
other cause would be admirable, is sending 
reinforcements to North-East Africa with 
redoubled speed. The cost of the campaign 
to date cannot have been very far short of 
£30,000,000, and money is being poured 
out like water in an effort to achieve the 
Duce’s military ends with the least possible 
delay. How long can Italy continue to 
spend money at such a reckless rate? Her 
resources are limited very strictly. Her 
gold reserve is not particularly strong, 
and, now that the money markets of the 
world have been closed to her, the problem 
of | finance must be beginning to become 
acute in Rome. Signor Mussolini is pre- 
paring to resist the, sanctions which are 
being imposed on Italy. He has issued a 
series of drastic orders which will have the 
effect of food-rationing, and the time is at 
hand when he will be compelled to enforce 
a Spartan regimen on his people. The 
sanctions which have been adopted at 
Geneva have not yet begun to make thejr 


| pressure felt; but within a few days all 


the League States will have completed 
their arrangements, and Italy’s export 
trade will be confined to a few com- 
paratively ‘scahty markets. Without 
exports Signor Mussolini no longer will 
be able to buy materials even from those 
non-League States which are not bound 
by the Geneva agreeinents; for he cannot 
pay in gold, and Italy’s credit abroad has 
ceased to exist. In these circumstan ‘es, 
it is not surprising that the Italian 
General Staff should be more than anxious

Dublin Corporation 


It is unfortunate for Dublin that the 
City /Hall never can look more than a few 
months ahead. We have deep respect for 
the Corporation’s policy, as the City 
Manager outlined it yesterday to the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce. I 
possesses numerous virtues — thrift, 
caution, concern for the people’s purses— 
the virtues, in a word, that many other 
public bodies lack. Given these things, it 
seems to expect pardon for its deficiency 
in such qualities as foresight and civic 
pride. Nobody who has studied the course 
of Dublin’s administration since the Com- 
missioners resigned office, and the Corpora- 
tion, under the watchful eye of a City 
Manager, resumed its interrupted powers, 
can gainsay the conscientiousness of that 
administration. It is as careful of the 
public funds as the pre-Commissioned 
Corporation was prodigal of them; it has 
not spent one halfpenny whose expenditure 
was not absolutely necessary. What is the 
result? So deeply ingrained has become 
this habit of thrift that every proposal for 
the adornment of Dublin, every scheme 
whose adoption would permit her to hold 
up her head among the capitals of the 
world, is blocked by a wail: “ Where is 
the money to come from?’’ All credit is 
due to the Corporation which has recog- 
nised that its prime concern is to eradicate 
the slums and to supply the poor with 
better houses; but must the rest of the 
city stand still while this most desirable 
of reforms is being effected? We can 
appreciate the difficulties that confront 
Mr. Sherlock and his fellow-adminis- 
trators. They are obsessed, not unrightly, 
with the slum problem, and they believe 
that nothing else matters. Everybody will 
agree that the slum problem comes first ; 
but only people whose sight is of the 
shortest and narrowest can admit for one 
moment that it is the Corporation’s only 
concern. We could understand Mr. 
Sherlock’s disinclination to improve 
Dublin’s. amenities if we were convinced 
that every major improvement necessarily 
involved a heavy increase in the rates. As 
it is, we believe that much could be done 
not by an increase of expenditure, but by 


ture. The first requisite of better govern- 
ment in this city, however, is an 
enlargement of the vision of those who 
contro] its finances. If the City Hall 
could learn to think in terms not of an 
annual, but of a ten-yearly, balance-sheet, 
a long step towards more liberal govern- 
ment would have been taken. Can Mr.

Eels 


Nature secures her end by means which 
are at once mysterious and simple. Every 
year myriads of eels are born in the 
Sargasso Sea, midway between Europe and 
America ; and they swim—guided only by 


-instinct—through thoushnds of miles. of 
salt water to the rivers and creeks which | 


are to be their future homes. Their long 
voyage becomes stranger still when it is 
remembered that the Atlantic is the birth- 
place for the eels of two continents, and 
that none of the eels of the “ American ”’ 
type ever have’ been known to swim to the 
eastern shores, nor any of the “ Euro 
pean ” eels to any other place than 
Europe. Nature, indeed, manages her 
affairs with an ease that is positively 
irritating to anybody who has tried to 
follow her example. Compared with the 
miraculous ocean journey, for example, it 
should be fairly easy to govern tlie move- 
ments of eels in the inland lakes; but 
experience shows that it is anything but 
easy. In Northern Ireland a scheme is on 
foot to lower the level of Lough Neagh, 
and steps must- be taken to prevent the 
valuable eel and salmon fisheries from 
the disturbance which it would be bound 
to cause. Accordingly, it has been decided 
to influence the run of the fish by elec- 
tricity, and elaborate experiments have 
been carried out at the National Physics 
Laboratory in London in order to find out 
how best their wanderings may be guided. 
The habits of the eels have been studied 
with great care. They have been put into 
a large tank, stirred up with sticks, 
counted meticulously, chased hither and 
thither, wad subjected to various kinds of 
electric current. As a result of all this 
research, their conduct in a limited space 
can be more or less predicted; and it is 
claimed that, when electricity is applied 
to them in a certain way, 80, per cent. of 
the eels can be made tootravel in the 
desired direction. The achievement is 
admirable; and yet Nature, if she has a 
sense of humour, may permit herself to 
smile at the thought of her own 100 per 
cent. efficiency, attained without any 
trouble at all.

Mr. Charles Laverty, President of the Incor¢ 
porated Law fon resided, and tise 
speakers included the Minister for Lands 
(Senator Joseph Connolly) and Senator Ernest 
Blythe. 

Mr. Gibney spoke on ‘“ The Patriot's 
Task,’ and said at the outset that as Irish- 
men they must all yield the affectionate 
tribute of their hearts, minds and souls to 
the preservation of their country fram the 
dangers which threaten it, and to the re- 
storation of its ancient unity, dignity and 
independence. Satisfaction with the work 
done and with the 
present task must not distract at- 
tention from the ultimate object—the 
rosperity and honour of their country, 
The threats to the national life of the 
country emanated from the unemployment 
problem and from deterioration of the 
national morale. True patriotism was a 
vision of the time when Ireland would be 
an independent nation and a State; when her 
commerce, industries and agriculture would 
rest on the basis of a national currency; 
when her sole trust for defence would he 
in her own army and her own navy; when 
Ireland, united and self-reliant, would dis- 
play a national flag before the States of the 
world, and rank in. their hierarchy with 
Belgium and Holland. 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


Irish industry, he said, was capable of 
considerable expansion, ‘‘ We must rid our 
minds of the economic fallacies which have 
been exploded by modern economists. The 
balance of trade, for instance, is not a reli- 
able indication of the prosperity of a country. 
In the pre-famine period poverty-stricken 
Ireland had a remarkably favourable trade 
balance. The day of Manchester economics 
was over, The foundation .upon which the 
future of Ireland must rest was agricylture. 
The land of Ireland was her greatest treasure, 
and they could not hope to build up a strong 
and prosperous naticn on any other basis. 
Industrialisation was unlikely to flourish here 
on a large scale; such industry as would be 


preoccupation 


its fortunes; therefore, were linked © with 
those of the land. Agriculture, however, 
could give a living to many millions of 
people; it had done so in the past. 

We have grown accustomed, when discuss- 
ing the ills of the country, continued the 
Auditor, to take it for granted that it is the 
Government’s duty to find the remedies and 
apply them. The dependence on Govern 
ment aid is a great evil. The less there is of 
private enterprise, private beneficence, pri- 
vate social work, and individual civic virtue 
and initiative the more it becomes necessary 
for the State to step into the breach. An 
undertaking like the ré-construction of the 
Trish econamy is a tremendous one. Unless 
citizens, as individuals, do their share, the 
State will be obliged to take their place. 

The comparative inefficiency and expense of 
State administration, wherever carried on, 13 
notorious. Irish taxation is already heavy. 
lí further extension of State control becomes 
necessary the burden of taxation will become 
intolerable. If the Irish people is ever to 
achieve its noble ambition of living a full

ON BEING FUNNY 

Mr. Lynn Doyle said that the humorist Was 
a most unfortunate being. A humorist was 
a. man who said funny things about things 
that were not funny. The sad thing about 
a humorist’s life was that no one’ believed 
him when he was. serious. If he was funny 
they laughed with him, but if he was serious 
they laughed at him. His life was one long 
tragedy. In the effort to produce something 
that people could laugh “at he became a 
nervous wreck and ruined his stomach so that 
he could smile at nothing, not even at a 
party like this, where they were gathered to 
laugh at each other; in fact, a person who 
lived by being funny had a damned bad time of 
it. To ask an author to stand before a com- 
any, every one of whom thought they could 
ba written his book much better than he 
cid was to be in a perfectly horrible situation. 
If there was anything calculated to make one 
humble it was the writing of a book. People 
“id not fail to tell the author 
thought of it, particularly if it were some- 
thing that would annoy. Cn gentleman had 
tuid him that his book, “The Spirit of 
lreland,’’ was nothing but a bit of Protestant 
propaganda; another, from England, had said 
he was nothing but a damned Papist; a third 
had said that he would find the book a complete 
fiop. Fimally, he had received a wire, and 
the Orange tinge nearly came through the 
geen cover, in which he sdid: “Thanks for 
your entertaining inaccuracies.’”” The plain 
truth of the matter was that nobody cared 
ai all about books in this country—at least, 
not very many. The great Irish public was 
supposed to be clamouring for Iterature. He 
would. not recommend even those who had 
published books during the past twelve months 
lo be too puffed up about it,

Proposing that) the best thanks of the

He had perused very carefully the Presi- 
dent’s speech to see what evidence the 
President could bring forward of the twenty- 
Any evidence 
the President produced boiled down to the 
Treaty position being a forced position, and 
that they had not from the British Govern- 
ment an acknowledgement of their right to de- 
cide for themselves at all times whether to be 
members of the British Commonwealth or not, 

He thought that any treaty was an unsatis- 
factory basis on which to rest the inter- 
rational position of the country. He thought 
the international position of the country ought 
to flow naturally through the ordinary course 
of events, and not through a specific agree- 
ment with another. country. e would like 
their constitutional position to be on all fours 
with every other member of the Common- 
wealth. If there were to republic either 
for twenty-six or thirty-Lwo counties he 
personally would prefer it to be a genuine 
one, not concealed or modified, or disguised 
by something ealled external association. 


THE PORTS 


He honestly believed they could succeed in 
the course of a comparatively short tima in 
getting an admission from the British Govern- 
ment whether they were perfectly free to 
decide for themselves at all times whether to 
stay in the Commonwealth or not. His per- 
sonal view about the ports, which had been 
mentioned by the President, was that the 
strategic importance of the maintenance 
parties was greatly over-rated. He would 
like the British to take them away so long 
as they irritated anyone in this country. 
The people should. take either one or two 
points of view—either the British Navy was 
our Navy, in which ease there would be 
nothing to resent about their presence in the 
ports, or, om the other hand, it would’ be 
regarded as an alien Navy, in which case he 
would like them out. of it. 

Recruiting, said MaecDERMOT, was going 
on briskly even now in the Irish Free State, 
both for the British Navy and Army, 
and if the Free State Government took the 
strong view they professed to take about 
the presence of British forces in the ports, 
it seemed rather odd that they did not stop 
it. It was one of the anomalies in the 
policy of the Fianna Fail Government. 

“We have, as itis, about as much freedom 
as any nation,” said Mr. MacDermot, '' We 
ean set up Fascism, Communism, or commit 
any kind of folly, or accomplish any stroke 
of genius in arranging our political structure,’ 
without the smallest interference from across 
Channel.”

R. E. P. McCARRON, Secretary De- 
M rtment oí Loval Government. and 
Public Health, has sent the following 

letter to the Associated 
stake Committee :— 

“ With further reference to the letter ad- 
dressed to you on the 22nd instant, I am 
directed by the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Publin Health to state that the 
first general report of the Hospitals’ Com- 
mission is not yet in printed form, and it is 
regretted that a copy cannot at the moment 
be supplied to the i pm Hospitals' 
Sweepstake Committee. The report with ap- 
pendix is a voluminous |document and con- 
tains a large number of statistical tables. 
With a view to expediting publication the 
Minister intends to have) the report printed 
in two parts, Part 1 to gontain the text and 
recommendations of thé Commission, and 
Part 2 to consist of the Appendix and statisti- 
cal matter. The first part will, it is expected, 
be available at an early date, and the second 
will follow as soon as possible. 

‘‘The Minister is not unaware of dissatis- 
faction expressed ve eas hospital autho- 
rities who have preferred claims for ay 
sums for extension, reconstruction, ew, Hav-~ 
ing regard to the very large number and 
varied character of claims which have been 
submitted, und to-the need for giving most 
careful consideration to the wise appropria- 
tion of the money, he believes he can claim 
from the Committee a sympathetic under. 
standing of inherent difficulties and of the 
magnitude of the issues involved. 

“The Minister understands that before the 
passing of the Public Hospitals Act, 1933, 
there was paid direct to the participatin 
Voluntary Hospitals sums totalling £2,762,501, 
which were derived from the first six sweep- 
stakes. Since the passing of the Act referred 
to there has been paid to the Hospitals’ Trust 
Fund, which is held by the National 
ye Trustees, sums amounting to 
£4,626,042. The payments out of the 
Hospitals Trust Fund have amounted to 
£977 892 2s. 2d., which includes about 
£115,000 paid to meet hospital deficits. The 
balance in the Hospitals Trust Fund at pre- 
sent amounts to £4,348,220 13s. 2d. | 

“ The .Hospital Commission hive pointed 
out to the Minister that, on the basis of the 

ross deficits for I of the voluntary 

ospitals, «¢,, the deficits on maintenance 
incurred by hogpitals, excluding receipts~ by 
way of dividends and interest on moneys 
derived from sweepstakes, the capital sum: 
required, by way of endowment, would be 
£3,200,000. On the is of the gro 
deficits for 1934 the sum required for endow- 
ment would be £3,300,000. Even if it is 
assumed that the sweepstake money in the 
hands of the hospitals was earmarked to be 
invested to meet future maintenance costs the 
sum required for endowment would, it is 
estimated, be approximately two million 
pounds. 

‘It is evident to the Minister that it is 
essential to ensure that sufficient funds are 
held in reserve to-meet maintenance expenses 
and to provide for the adequate endowment | 
of such beds as may be added to the present 
accommodation. While the Minister is 
releasing funds as rapidly as prudence allows, 
he must protect hospital authorities and the 
public from the grave embarrassments which 
would arise later. if, through lack of fore- 
sight, moneys were not forthcoming from 
wmy source tor the continuation not only of 
existing services, but of new services for 
which new buildings or extensions would 
have actually been erected.”

At the time the loan was raised a con- 
tinental country with a longer traditjon 
than this State had raised a loafi in 
America at seven per cent. at 93. 

During the better part of the ten yobs 
the National Loan had-over the averagé 
preserved a fair market price. It was 
desirable, not only in the interests of 
government, but also in the interests of 
stable economy, that there should 
not be marked fluctuations in 
national “— loans floated by this 
or any other country. It should have been 
the duty of every party and every indi- 
vidual in the State to contribute towards 
the maintenance of a level, steady price 
in respect of that Loan. | 


AN OPPORTUNITY MISSED

INSTITUTE OF CHEMISTRY 
————-—-h———— 

Dr. W. R. Fearon, F.LC., read a paper 
entitled “ End-Points,’’ at a meeting of the 
Irish Free State section of the Institute of 
Chemistry of Great Britain and Ireland, 
which was held in the Chemical Department 
of Trinity College, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon. He spoke (with illustrations) of the 
use of a-coloured indicators, in a specially 
selective manner, for the determination of 
end-points of chemical reactions, examples 
being the estimations of chloride and sulphate 
in sea water. Analyses of sea water were, 
he said, now being carried out in a great 
many parts of the world with the object of 
finding out eonditions in regard to tides and 
sea formations and life. This was part of 
an international campaign for the application 
of science. for the welfare of mankind in 
general. In conclusion, Dr. Fearon said that 
life might have arisen originally from the sea 
and its associations with the ocean were of 
great medical and scientific interest.

‘STORY OF WHY HE SIGNED 


CONFESSION 
—_-—_@——_-—- 


EMARKABLE evidence of alleged 
R ill-treatment of a prisoner was given 
to the Military Tribunal by Patrick 
Bambrick (23), of Wells, Co. Carlow, who 
was charged yesterday with membership of 
an unlawful association, and with breaking 
telegraph wires oh the órd September. He 
alleged that a confession of guilt which he 
had signed resulted from his being put in fear 
of his life by two men, who tramped on 
him, kicked him, pulled his hair with a pliers, 
beat, him about the fate and made him 
‘* dizzy’ with some drug in the early hours 
of the morning in an unlighted outhouse of 
the Waterford police station. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., and Mr. T. 
Forbes (insiructed by Mr. John 8, O'Connor, 
Solicitor to the Attorney-General) prosecuted, 
and Mr. W. L. Duggan, Tullow, defended. 

Following evidence of arrest, Sergeant 
Dunleavy, Dautstewrk, gave evidence of inter- 
rogating Bambrick in Waterford barracks. 
He said that he gave him the usual caution, 
and then, having given Bambrick to under- 
stand that he had certain information, the 
accused man said that he was willing to make 
a statement. 

Mr. Duggan said that he objected to the 
statement being put in, on the grounds that 
it was obtained under duress and by physical. 
violence. 

Cross-examined, Sergeant Dunleavy said 
that while questioning Bambrick he saw a 
slight mark on the right side of the nose. 
The man was not brought into him bearing 
marks “of very brutal treatment.” He saw 
no marks on his head, nor did the accused 
man make any complaint. 

Mr. Duggan—Were you as. sergeant 
satisfied with the amount of evidence against 
this man before he made the statement ‘— 
I would have preferred to have the statement. 


The witness added that when. the accused 
man was first brought in he did not 
admit that he cut the wires, saying 
that-he could. not recollect his movements. 
He denied it for about half an hour, 
and then gave as a reason for the cutting ef 
the wires that last year, when he and others 
were brought before the Military Tribunal 
and were convicted and sentenced, they all 
took bail except Jeremiah Brenna, and when 
he (Bambrick) went home after taking bail 
he was held up to be an informer. 

Mr. Duggan—Nevertheless, he took quite a 

long time before he admitted his complicity. 
in it? The Witness—It was a fairly long 
time. 
Mr. McCarthy at this*stage said there was 
an allegation of violence against the Guards, 
and he was instructed to facilitate the Court 
to the utmost in investigating the matter. 
The prosecution took the stand that the state 
ment was got exactly as the sergeant had ex- 
plained it. © : | 


“BEATEN AND DRUGGED” 

The accused man was then called, aad in 
reply to Mr. Duggan described his arrest and 
detention on September 30th. About 12 
o'clock that night he said he was taken from 
his cell by Detective Officer T. Barry and 
brought to the’ barrack yard, where two or 
three men were standing together with a 
torchlight. They flashed the lamp on him 
and asked him his name and age. One of the 
men then asked him if he would like to go 
for a walk, and when witness replied that he 
did not care to go two men seized him by 
the arms and dra him into an outhouse, 
beating him with the torch. 

“ They then told me,” he continued, '' to 

take off my clothes and | refused. They 
questioned me about the wires, and I told 
gais I knew nothing about them, and they 
replied that before I left the outhouse I would 
tell them. They beat me again on the head 
and face, knocking me on the ground, and 
one of the men leaped on me, 
““ After they had beaten me one of the men 
pulled hair out of my head with a pliers, and 
they took off my collar and tie and tore my 
overcoat.- During all this time the men were 
asking me about the eutting of the wires. 
and I refused to answer them. 

““ At one stage some sort of medicine which 
smelled like a perfume was put on me, and 
made me sick and dizzv.”’ 

: Mr. Duggan—How was the medicife put 
on ?—It was blown on me, so far as I know. 
and it made me stupid. 

Continuing, Bambrick said that he refused 
to make a statement. and ‘‘ the men said they 
would shoot me if I did not tell them about 
the cutting of the wires. They added that 
I was too badly beaten to take back to Pauls- 
town. and that thev would finish me off and 
bury me in the yard outside the barracks. 

As a «result of the treatment he had re- 
ceived he admitted that he cut the wires. be- 
cause he was afraid of his life. They told 
him to sev. inet Phelan also. did , it. been 
~ wanted to get the two. le was then 
sse Aró baek to the barracks. and made the 
statement to Sergeant Dunleavy. The witness 
asked in the barracks for a handkerchief. with 
which he wiped the blood off his face. after- 
w handing it to D.O. Hanrahan. 
e witness said that he arrived at Mount- 
joy on October. 3rd, and on the following 
morning he complained to Dr, Cooke of sore- 
ness i“ his head. He had a mark on his nose 
and Áye, and his face was blackened and 
swollen. He was given medicine for his 
nerves, something to make him sk and 
his head was dressed with jodine. |

Dr. Cooke gave evidence of examining the 
accused man shortly after his arrival in 
Mountjoy Prison. He had a slight wound 
on the head and some scratches on the face 
and neck, but they were not serious. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that ac- 
eused did not require skilled medical atten- 
tion. The wound on the head, however, 
would be caused by some little foree. 

Dr. Coyne, Medical Officer, Mountjoy 
Prison, gave evidence of examining the ac- 
cused man on October 22. The prisoner com- 
plained of a pain in the right eye, and wit- 
ness found a marked discolouration of the 
white of the eye, but there were no external 
marks. The discolouratioh could be caused 
by a blow directly on the eyeball «with a 
finger. Witness also found a number of 
other small marks on the accused man’s head, 
such as Dr. Cooke described. 

Sergeant Dunleavy, recalled by Mr. 
McCarthy, said that he sent Detective Officer 
Hartrahan to bring Bambrick to the office for 
interrogation. The detective officer went 
down the stairs and returned in about two 
minutes with the accused man. When he 
came:into the room the accused man made no 
complaint, and he was not. bleeding nor did 
he wipe his face. ' . i 

Guard Michael O’Cénnor, who was barrack 
orderly on the night of the 30th September, 
said that about 12 midnight Detective Officer 
Hanrahan came to him and told him that the 
prisoner (Bambrick) was wanted upstairs 
for interrogation. He gave Bambrick out of 
the cell in charge of the detective officer, and 
the prisoner was brought back again about 
one and a-half hours afterwards by Sergeant 
Spillane. Bambrick was put back in the 
cell, and when the witness visited the cell 
later made no complaint. The witness did 
not notice any marks or bruises on Bam- 
brick. 

The hearing was adjourned until this morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock.

AUDITOR-GENERAL’S 
REPORT 

The report of the Auditor-General on the 
receipts and expenditure of universities and 
colleges presented to the Dail yesterday indi- 
cates a deficiency of £1,171 in the accounts 
of University College, Dublin. The defict- 
ency includes a sum of £373, being the 
accumulated excess for the period 1924 to 
1932 of the expenditure under the Crawford 
Hayes Bequest over the income of the Trust. 
The liabilities of the College totalled 
£40,900 and the assets £39,729. ' 

The Senate of the National University of 
[reland decided by resolution that the in- 
come from a capital sum of £10,000 should 
be applied towards assisting academic 
publications by members of the University. 
The capital sum was provided by the trans- 
fer from the general fund of £5,539 5 per 
cent. National Loan (1950-60) and by the 
purchase during the year of £6,460 5 per 
cent. National Loan (1935-45). 

The accounts of the universities have been 
examined by officers of the Auditor-General 
and were found satisfactory.

FARM FIRE NEAR 
GOREY. 


STRAW AND HAY: 
DESTROYED 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
GOREY, Wednesday. 


One of the worst farm fires in Co. Wex: 
bh :d in recent years destroyed the entire 
stock of straw and hay at Ballincarrig, Tara 
Hill, Gorey, the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
€6 Warren. The biaze originated—it is 
thought from a spark—on the top of a rick 
of straw (the produce of fourteen acres) 
shortly after 3 o'clock on Tuesday afternoon. 

A wind of gale force was blowing at the 
time, and within a few minutes it had 
whipped the lames to the height of many 
feet, setting fire thereby toga group of pine 
trees close by. The owger and his wife, 
along with their groom, @ther farm hands 
and servants, a guest staying in the house, 
and numerous neighbours fought the flames 
in the only way possible—with buckets of 
water drawn from a nearby well, and after a 
struggle lasting several ours succeeded in 
saving a barn.and other out-buildings from 


| the flames. 


Two. volunteers working on the straw-rick 
were almost tranped, when a ladder by 
which they had climbed went,,on fire. In 
order to escape they had to slide to the 
ground through the flames. 

At an early stage part of the straw-rick 
collapsed and set fire to a galvanised hay- 


} shed filled with hay, tHe shed and ‘its con- 


tents being destroyed, along with another 
rick of hay near it. Civic Guards from Covr- 
town and Gorey took charge of operations 
about 6 p.m., and assisted by helpers from 
the district finally succeeded in ensuring the ~ 
safety of the farm buildings at about 10 p.m., 
by which time the blaze, having lasted for 
seven hours, had burned itself out. Portion 
of a large quantity of potatoes in one end of 
the hay-shed was cooked by the heat.

SOWING SWEET PEAS. 

Writing on this subject “in the W eekly | 
Irish, Times, the Garden Correspondent | 
‘says: 

The immense popularity enjoved by this, one 
of our, oldest cottage-garden flowers, is 
well maintained, every year seeing still 
greater numbers of enthusiasts engaging 
in its cultivation, either for exhibition or 
the adornment of the garden. Its many 
good qualities, simplicity of culture, 
variety and delicacy of colour, and pro- 
longed season of bloom have endeared it 
to all lovers of flowers, but perhaps in an 
especial manner to the amateur and cot- 
tage gardener. Some growers sow at 
this time, and others prefer to wait until 
spring, and sthitealty harden “off for 
planting out. The method we have 
found most satisfactory is to sow in 
November, in boxes filled with a fairl: 
rich compost “Ó sandy loam and leaf. 
mould, placing the seeds in rows three 
inches. apart, and two inches between the 
seeds, covering them with about an inch 
of the soil, When rags ae attain 
a height of three inches, the boxes may 
be placed in a cold frame and given all 


them, of course, from frost and cutting 
winds. When thoroughly hardened, the 
plants may be removed to a sheltered 
position in the open, where they, may re- 
nmin until planting time. A very im- 
portant consideration is the preparation 
of the soil. To secure the best results, 
a site should be selected which is’ shel- 
tered from cold Winds and open to the 
suit, and the soil should be dug or 
trenched at least two spades deep and 
two feet wide, working in plenty of 
manure in the lower spit, a a good 
dressing of soot, with a sprinkling of 
bone meal in the top layer of the soil. 
The as should be carefully lifted from 
the boxes, so as to preserve the roots 
intact, and if planted in a double row,
